There is no equal to the vinegar produced 
y the slow avidulation of fruit-juice, 
when cider is converted into vinegar, 
is the most healthy form, and the cleanest 
and purest. The failure of the «pple crop 
tor the past two seasons has largely reduced 
the supply in first hands and pure cider 
vinegar has been hard to get. But it is 
so much more desirable for pickle-making 
and every other culinary use, that every 
farmer's wife should plan a year ahead for 
an ample supply, 

All sour pickles, and all sweet pickles not 
made of ripe fruit, are soaked twenty-four 
hours in abrine, the usual proportion be- 
ing a large cup of salt to a gallon of water. 
The use of the brine isto draw out the ac- 
rid or strong flavor of the green fruit or 
vegetable, leaving the pulp ready to ab- 
sorb the vinegar and spices. The first vin- 
egar into which green pickles are put usu- 
ally draws out more of this acrid principle 
and should be drawn off, thrown away, and 
fresh added. The pickles will then keep 
without fermenting.

niche and cranny. This should be done 
now, when you can romain out of doors 
an hour or two to let the sulphur do its 
perfect work from collar to garrot, aofter- 
wards open your bedroom doors and win- 
dows to lev out the fumes, Keep your 
cabbages out of your cellar; they decay 
easily, and create sickness by their 
horrible stench. Indeed, it wore . far 
better that you have no vegetables at all 
under your house. Then will your home 
be pure and healthy. Pat your supplica 
in the ground or in some place prepared 
for them. Botterinour a little expense to 
do this than pay the doctor many times 
more later on, 

Bat when the malady has come it must 
be disposed ofin the best manner possible 
—the patient should be removed into an- 
other house, or at least to a separate room 
away from all but the nurse. As chiluren 
cannot be of service they had better not be 
allowed where the patient is, for mutual 
protection, The less furniture in the room 
the better, as carpets, bedding and uphol- 
atery are only nesta of infection. Aside 
from the bed and necessary chaira and 
table little else is essential. The room 
should be ventilated at all times and kept 
within comfortable temperature, The 
disease being self-limited, having its allot- 
ted time to run, officious medication is 
simply hurtfurl. Hence the treatment is 
rather co prevent complications which may 
arise, 

The first thing to do is to see that the 
bowels have beon thoroughly evacuated. 
For this purpose a cathartic—salts are beet 
—should he given. A daily warm sponge 
bath containing a tablespoonfal of soda, 
just the cooking soda, in a washbowl of 
water, the surface from head to feet rubbed 
carefully with a sponge or towel. This 
should be done each morning and bedtime, 

All offensive substances should be at once 
removed from the room, that the air 
may be as pure and healthfnl as possible. 
Light diet of such foods as the patient 
most prefers, I advise oatmeal, rice in any 
form; the yolk (only) ot soft boiled eggs, 
toast bread, or crackers, jellies, a baked 
apple if desired but fruits are not best— 
the only exception I suggest is watermelon. 
Its juice seems very grateful, especially 
when the fever is high and little else can 
be relished. 

From the fifth to the seventh day the 
most marked characteristics of typhoid 
fever will have manifested themselves—the 
brownish spots, especially distributed over 
the bowels and pit of the stomach, and the 
dry, brown coat on the tongue and on the 
teeth. Not infrequently the tongue is 
cracked with big fissures, making speaking 
and swallowing very difficult. A mixture 
of half honey and half glycerine, frequentl: 
applied on the tongue, tends to keep it soft 
and moist, giving great relief. The teeth 
should be kept clean by rubbing with a wet 
sponge. 

If the thirst is great, cold weak tea will 
be found very comforting ; a tablespoonful 
as often as desired. I have used this drink 
many years and I think it a favorite bey- 
erage in this class of cases, One of the 
most delightful drinks, also, when liked, is 
nice fresh buttermilk. It is at once a good 
medicine, food and drink, 

The fever is kept within bounds bya 
solution of chlorate of potash—a level 
teaspoonful of the powder ia two quarts of 
niveclear spring or well water. (If the 
water 18 not very clear you had better boil 
it.) A teaspoonful given every half hour 
when awake, The potash acts as a feb- 
rifuge to keep the feyer down, and the 
oxygen it contains greatly assists in sus- 
taining the system. By its use sores in 
the mouth and stomach are usualiy prevent- 
ed, and that most serious result of typhoid 
fever—ulceration of the bowels—is tae less 
likely to occur, 

This treatment, and such additional 
attentions as the careful, wise nurse may 
sve proper to resort to in the course of this 
fever, will answer all probable needs. If, 
however, serious complications arise, im- 
posible here to determine, your good 
poyaictanis services will need be employed. 
But ina large majority of cases the sug- 
gestions outlined will conduce toa safe 
recovery,

Warding Off Consumption. 

The foundation of three-fourths of all 
cases of consumptionls Jaid before the age 
of twenty-five years,in women during their 
teens, It is, therefore, important that 
growing children should receive great care 
and attention during the early fall. It is 
far better to ward offattacks than to cure 
them and this can hardly be effected by the 


constant use of medicine, cordials, stimu- 
lants, ete., nor by too much coddling in- 
doors, forno man or woman can havea 
hardy chest who does not breathe pure air. 
Sunshine should be courted by people pre- 
disposed ‘to consumption. Tho exercise 
should be of a gentle nature and draughts 
should be carefnily avoided. Carriage 
exercise should not Rataken on a day whon 
high winds are blowing. The mAb bad 
effects of night air lie in its being colder 
and damper than that of day. A sudden 
change from a warm room to a cold one, if 
one stands aboutin it, very often gives o 
disagreeable chill. The morning tub bath 
is not beneficial to weak-chested people. 
Rubbing the body every morning witha 
dry, rough towel promotes circulation and 
prevents all danger of a sudden chill. The 
cheat should be rubbed with soasalt and 
woll covered with a light chest protector. 
A small cupful of milk taken in the morn- 
ing before getting up, will give strength. 
Plain, easily digested food is the best, the 
meat should be tender, fish and gameshould 
be eaten jin season, Lemonade and lime 
juice with meals is very refreshing.

When asked iffhe considered 
itfany arg ument against armored ships that 
one belonging to the Chinese had been sunk 
by one or more unsrmored Japanese cruis- 
ers, he replied ; 

**I1 do not consider it any argument at 
all. Inthe first place, we do not know 
what the facts are. The statements received 
thus far are too meagree to base even a 
surmise on, Probably all the facts and all 
the conditions will never be known, Cer- 
tainly they will never be known as accur- 
ately or as analytically as if the engagoment 
had been between Kuropean fleets, The 
discussion you speak of cannot be intelli- 
gent in the absence of information. I think 
you will find that it is not discussion at all, 
but simply some men who have fads are 
trying to make out a case in their favor, 
“You may expect that always, 
example, when the Blanco Encalada was 
sunk by a torpedo during the Chilian 
revolution, every torpedo boat enthusiast 
declared that the death knell of battle 
ships bad been sounded. When all the 
facts came ont it appeared that the Kn- 
calada was perfectly helpless, being moored 
and having her machinery disconnected, 
with some parts of it on shore for repairs. 
She was therefore simply a target. To sink 
her with a torpedo under such conditions 
was not much more of a warlike foat than 
blowing up a derelict, 

“When the Camperdown rammed and 
sunk the Victoria, all the ram enthusiasts 
declared that this put an end to the use of 
artillery ; that hereafter naval battles 
would be fought entirely by ramming. 
Now,on the strength of meagreand conflict 
ing reports that a Chinese armorclad has 
been sunk by a Japanese cruiser, another 
fad gets un airing. 

But whether we ever get accurate infor- 
mation or not as to the deatails of this af- 
fair, itis safeto assume that the fate of 
any ship in the Oriental war will not 
conclude anything as to the merits or the 
faults of the type. Both the Chinese and 
Japanese, though they have made great 
progress, considering their opportunities of 
practice in naval mancuvres, are atill far 
behind the Western nations, This is par- 
ticularly true with respect to the more 
recent ships, with their complex construc- 
tion and intricate machinery, 

‘The Chinese make good sailors, and, 
with sufficient training and practice, would 
develop capable officers. But they have 
not had any modern ships to train and 
practice with until recently, he entire 
system of modern naval warfare, both me- 
chanical and tactical, is new to them, 

‘In fact, it is new to everybody in the 
practical sonse. Admiral Sir George Tryon 
waa considered the ablest man in the Brit- 
ish navy. Atany time before the loss of 
the Victoria it would have been considered 
in England almost acrime to dispute his 
mastery of steamship, Yet he committed 
at least such by prior reputation 
the greatest and most fatal blunder in the 
history of fatal manwuyres. 

*‘Now when such things are possible 
with the ablest officer in the British navy 
—-what may we not expect from Chinese, 
who perhaps never saw the inside of o 
steam battle ship until a few years ago?

Jousio Keith, 13 Yours Old, Waylatd and 
Brutally Killed Near Hor Fathor's 
Homo—Senrching for the Vor- 
Petrator of the Das- 
tardly Crime. 


Listowet, Ont., Oct. 290.—A girl named 
Jessie Keith, aged 14 years, daughter of 
Mr. Wm. Keith, a farmer about one and a 
half miles from this town, was foully out- 
raged and murdered yesterday. The unfor- 
tunate girl was met on the railway track, 
by atramp it is supposed, as she was re- 
turning from town where she had been to 
the post-office, when, the heinous crime 
was committed, 

The railroad sectionmen, returning 
down the track after dinner, saw some 
newspapers and spilled rice on the track. 
Upon further investigating they discover- 
ed evidences of foul play. They went to 
Mr. Keith's, about half a mile distant, and 
upon returning and following the tracks 
acrossa plowed ficld and about eighty 
yards intoaswamp, discovered the body 
of the girl covered over with moss and rot- 
ten wood, the clothing having been remoy- 
od and takeri away. The body bore evt- 
dence of the foulest of crimes. 

The perpetrator of this brutal crime no 
doubt came up the railroad track, met his 
victim and disposed of the body as stated, 
leaving the swamp, crossed over a portion 
of Mr, Rolls’ farm, directly abutting Mr. 
Keith's on the town line east of Listowel 
and across to the third concession of Wal- 
lace, where he was seen about 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon. 


County Crown Attorney Idington. 
Sheriff Hossie and the cant from Strat, 
ford arrived at the scene of the murder on 
the 8.15 p.m. train, stopping at the swamp 
where, after reviewing the hody and sur- 
roundings, had it removed to her late 
home. A jury wassworn in and an in- 
quest held. The body presented a fright- 
ful appearance, her throat having been cut 
and her body terribly cut and torn. 

LISTOWEL, Oct. 22.—It is learned here 
that the searchers for the perpetrator of 
the shocking murder on Friday have come 
up with a man suspected of the crime at 
Arthur and that he has been taken into 
custody. 

LIsTsWEL, Ont., Oct. 22.—There are no 
new developments as to the Keith trugedy. 
About 9 o'clock yesterday morning word 
was received from Alma, 30 miles northeast 
of here, of a man answering the descrip- 
tion of the man wanted. A constable 
went out, and, after some inquiry as to 
his whereabouts at the time of the tragedy, 
found that he was ignorant of the facts, 
and after having satisfactory statements 
they released him. 

The body was fearfully disfigured. There 
were great gashes in the throat and bruises 
onthe head and body. The girl had evi- 
dently been struck with a heavy stick and 
stunned, Then she was carried into the 
wood where she was found. There her 
throat was cut from enr to ear, and then 
the brute, as if glorying in his horrible 


name of Chatle. When arrested Chattelle 
had in his possession ladys black waist aud 
a pair of hose. He iaalrenchinan. Upon 
being advised of the arrest the Crown au 
thorities ordered the prisoners removal to 
Listowel for identification. 

At Stevensville yesterday afternoon ano- 
ther tramp was detained on suspicion, but 
was released after a thorough examination 

‘The prisoner Chattelle, who was arrest- 
edat Erin and brought here for identifica- 
tion, was taken to Stratford jail last 
evening. While the authorities have not 
n able ns yet to fully identify Chattelle 
his general appearance answers more ex- 
actly the published description of the 
murderer than any of those yot appre 
hended. He could not give a satisfactory 
account of his movements since the fatal 
day, and the police felt quite justified fn 
sending him to jail after investigation. 
Many of those who have seen Chattelle be- 
lieve him to be the right man. 

LATER—The latest development in the 
Keith tragedy is the arrest at Erin of a 
suspicious character who answers to the 
description of the murderer. The man, 
whose name {s Aleneda Chattelle, was 
arrested by Constable Travis of Erin on 
account or his suspicious actions, aud 
when searched he had a number of articles 
of ladies’ wearing apparel that may lead 
to the detection of the crime. He threw 
awaya parcel containing a ladies’ cash- 
mere waist, but Constable Travis recovered 
itand he gave what seemed to be a satis 
factory account of how he came in pos- 
seasion of it. 

Should it be the property of the owner of 
the much discussed valise, then the chain 
of evidence is sufficient to bring the 
murderer to justice, The suspect was 
brought here yesterday afternoon and 
while the witnesses as to his identity were 
of the the opinion that he is the man 
wanted, there still appears to be some 
material evidence lacking in the matter. 

Chatelle’s account of his doings and 
whereabouts are not considered satisfac- 
tory, and he will have torendera much 
better account of himself than he has yet 
done. Government Detective Murray 
arrived here last night and will proceed to 
Stratford with the witnesses to fully 
identify the man, who has already been 
lodged in the county jailthere. The valise 
and contents will also be taken in order to 
have its alleged owner in Ailsa Craig 
identify it and the garments. Chattelle is 
a French Canadian, and has evidently not 
been a particularly good citizen, to say the 
least, and the indications point to his 
complicity in the crime.

Loxpox, Oct, 22—James Anthony 
Froude, LL.D., the celebrated religious 
writer and historian, died on Saturday, 
aged 76 years, 

James Anthony Froude, born at Darting- 
ton, Devonshire, in 1818,achieved fame prin- 
cipally through his ‘ History of England” 
which deals with the perlod between the 
fall of Wolsey and the death of Queen 
Elizabeth. The history was published in 
1856. He was educated at Oxford, later he 
became a fellow of Exeter. His first literary 
effort that attracted notice was a novel 
entitled the “Shadows of the Clouds,’’ 
which appeared in 1847. Two years later 
the “Nemesis of Fate,’’ was published. 
This work made a great stir in orthodox 
circles in England and the result was that 
Froude lost his fellowship. 

Other works that have appeared from 
his pen “ Short studies on great subjects,” 
“The English in Ireland in the 18th cent- 
ury,” ‘Cosar Asketh,”” and two books 
about Carlyle’s early life and Carlyle’s life 
in London. Mr, Froude also edited Carly- 
le’s “Reminiscences” and the Final Mem- 
oir of Joan Welsh Carlyle.” The cynical 
frankness which he exhibited in those two 
works provoked a great deal of savage 
criticism. 

In 1873 Mr. Froude visited the United 
States on a tour, Mr. Froude was appoint- 
ed Regus professor of history at Oxford by 
Lord Salisbury in 1892, succeeding the late 
Prof, Dreeman, He hus been looked upon 
nsalmost the last of the generation of 
English literary men that ineluded Tenny- 
son, Carlyle, Thackeray, Dickens, New 
man and Kingsley, all of whom he had 
known and with most of whom he had 
warm friendship.

teeth made of half inch stecl bar, The 
teeth are sharpened so that they take fast 
hold of the stubs below the surface of the 
ground and tear them out, and also gather 
them as they pull them out of the soil. As 
a load is collected, the rake is lifted bya 
pair of handles fastened to the bar, The 
shape of the teeth is shown, and these are 
best made with a thread on thetop fora 
nut to fasten themin the bar. The bar 
may be made as long or short as may be 
thought proper. The most effect is gained 
by going diagonally across the rows 80 that 
the teeth will take good hold of the stubs. 
Vhe beat time to do the work is after the 
ground has been softened by the rain, but 
not until the soil is dry enough for clean 
work. The teeth should be not less than 
four inches apart. In turning at the end 
of the rows it wil! be safest to lift the bar 
clear of the ground to avoid bending the 
testh, When the gathered trash is dry it 
may be burned and the ashes spread at
